There 
is complete truth in the statement 
that the strength of the United 
States and the wise use of it will 
Jargely determine the future of 
war and peace. 

Some of the facts about the Sa- 
vannah River project of the 
Atomic Energy Commission help 
jilustrate the vastness of the work. 

In area the project is more than 
four times the size of the metro- 
politan area of Washington, D. C., 
and 1'2 times as large as the city 
of Chicago. 

It will have a patrol force equal 
to that of the city of Nashville, 
Tenn., as well as a sizable fire 
protection squad which will have 
as a further duty protection of the 
remaining forest on the more than 
200,000 acres of land. 

Every day the automotive 
equipment, trucks, bulldozers, 
scrapes. cars and so on, drive an 
estimated 94,000 miles and tse 
about 18,600 gallons of gasoline

The project, when completed, 
will consume many millions of 
gallons daily from the river. About 
96 per cent of this will be put 
back into the river, since its use 
is largely for cooling and it can- 
not have any radioactive contam- 
« nation.

(In the average 
three-bedroom house there are 
about 12.000 to 15,000 board feet.) 


This fall the project will set out | 


10,000,000 pine seedlings, and other 
plantings will follow as recom- 
tnended by the U. S. 
Service.

It is estimated that about 126.- 
900 carloads of materia] will come 
to the project, which figures to 
about 4,000 complete train loads. 
If placed in one train, the length 
of such a train would be about 
940 miles. 

A few more figures will round 

out the picture of ‘‘bigness.”’ 
About 20,000,000 cubic yards of 
earth will be excavated: 85,000 
tons of reinforcing steel alone will 
go into the buildings; 1,250,000 
yards of concrete wi'! be poured; 
8 miles of underground water 
lines and 95 miles of transmis- 
sion lines will be laid. 
* We have learned a lot since the 
day Oak Ridge was begun. But, 
we still must work largely from 
design.

History was standing there yesterday be- 
fore the solemn tribunal of the Supreme 
Court of the United States when the white- 
haired, distinguished John W. Davis stood 
and delivered the afgument of the steel com- 
panies in the appeal from a lower court deci- 
sion that the President of the United States 
had not the right to seize the mills. 


More than one person must have turned 
and whispered to his neighbor as the veteran 
attorney spoke, “Why did the American peo- 
ple turn down this man for Cal Coolidge?” 

The ironie fact is the American people 
might not have turned him down but for the 
fact the Democratic Party by its acrimonious, 
stultifying, long-drawn-out convention of 
1924 had destroyed itself and any candidate 
it might choose long before the 103rd bal- 
lot, and decision, had been reached. 

William Jennings Bryan helped break the 
party chances.

The issue con- 
cerns charges that Chappell vio- 
lated the law, or at least good 
ethies, in selling automotive parts 
to bus and trucks lines which 
have casés before the commis- 
sion. 


He has. been operating a pri- 
vate automotive parts company 
for many years, prior to and dur- 
ing the decade he has seryed on 
the regulatory commission, Bird- 
sall was a competitor of Chap- 
pell’s private business before 
Birdsall retired. Birdsall is sup- 
ported by automotive parts firms 
which complain that Chappell is 
taking unfair advantage of them. 
Chappell admits selling some 
parts to utilities, but says this is 
only a tiny part of his total op- 
erations.

As voting time nears, Phil 
Landrum of Jasper and Howard 
Overby of Gainesville are the ma- 
jor candidates in a field which in- 
cludes QOrsbon Foster of Ellijay 
and Hiawassee, Cliff Blalock of 
Cleveland, Mark Dunahoo of Bar- 
row, and Hoke O’Kelley of Law- 
renceville. Landrum and Over- 
by both are claiming victory in 
this race, which is being run on a 
county unit basis. 

Due to the activities of the Jay- 
cees, League of Women Voters, 
Boy Scouts and other’ civic 
groups, Metropolitan Atlante and 
the state of Georgia have more 
citizens registered to vote to 
morrow than at any other period 
in history.

Davis Proves Man

WASHINGTON, May 12—In what promised to , 
be an‘ historical scene, John W. Davis, eminent & 
: corporation attorney and a Democratic nominee » 
for President 28 years ago, rose before the United States Supreme » 
Court here Mgnday to challenge the power of the President to seize 
and operate the steel mills of the country. 


Grave questions of constitu-, 


tional authority are involved. 
The dictum of the court in the 


present case may well go down . 


in history as defining the powers 
of the President under the fed- 
eral organic law. 

It seemed fitting, therefore, 
in view of the issues at stake, 
that the steel mills of the nation 


should draw upon the leading . 


talent of the country to present 
its side of the case. 

The seven mills whose prop- 
erty was seized by the govern- 
ment to prevent a strike in the 
industry went outside of their 
own imposing galaxy of counsel 
to retain the greatest living con- 
temporary of them all and for a 
man who has reached the ripe 
old age of 79, Mr. Davis suited 
his role perfectly. 

Still vigorous and with a mind 
as clear as crystal, the West Vir- 
ginian who was nominated by 
the Democrats to oppose Calvin 
Coolidge in 1924, made what 
everyone conceded to be a re- 
markable appearance. 

He addressed the highest tribu- 
nal for a full 90 minutes and 
showed a profound knowledge of 
his subject—the constitutional 
and statutory powers of the 
President. 

Never was he at a loss for the 
right word. His voice was firm 
and resonant when he desired to 
stress some important point. 

Mr. Davis, who fér years has 
held the distinguishing badge as 
counsel for the New York bank- 
ing firm of J. P. Morgan & Co., 
was opposed by Philip B. Perl- 
man, Solicitor General of the 
United States and acting Attorney 
General, who followed him in his 
opening presentation to the court, 

The historie implications of the 
case caused the Supreme Court 
room to be filled to overflowing 
with spectators. 

But it was Mr, Davis who held 
the center of the stage as chal- 
lenger of the government action. 
The years have not fallen too 
heavily on him in physical ap 
‘pearance. 

He still has the snow white 
shock of hair that was a dis- 
tinguishing mark even when he 


ran for the presidency back in 
the twenties and his face retains 


its fullness and- firmness, He 
could well pass fer a man ten 
years or more younger.

The Republican National Com- 
mittee then decides in secret 
which delegation shall be listed on 
the temporary roll of the conven- 
tion, though the delegation which 
is not placed on the temporary roll 
still retains the right of appeal, 
first to the 53-man_ credentials | 
committee, and finally, to the full 
convention. 


In the last analysis, the votes of 
the delegates themselves, with 
each delegate on the temporary 
roH having one vote, will be de- 
cisive, so that the first test of 
strength between Taft and Eisen- 
hower in the convention could very 
well come on an appeal by one of 
the contesting delegations from 
these seven Southern states. 


TAFT FAVORED 


Estimates of the sentiment of the 
members of the Republican Na- 
tional Committee naturally differ, 
but the general opinion here is 
that the majority favor Taft. It also 
is reported that Henry Zweifel, the! 
Republican national committeeman |

As a matter of 
fact, the Republican voters in some 
of the states concerned are so few 
that it is extremely difficult to tell 
whether the Taft or Eisenhower 
delegations really do represent 
the sentiment of the Republican 
voters of the states-concerned. 


Senator Taft has the advantage 
in the contest for Southern dele- 
gates because the politicians who 
are favorable to him in the seven 
states where there are likely to 
be contesting delegations. have 
been more active in the Repub- 
lican Party ranks than the pro- 
Eisenhower faction. 


In several states in question, the 
pro-Eisenhower faction is chal- 
lenging the long-established control 
of the Taft political leaders and 
are therefore at a disadvantage 
in their efforts to prove that their 
delegations represent the state 
Republican Party organization.

Well, here is the warning about 
those wonderful strawberries. In- 
cidentally, berries have to be 
bought by the 24-quart case so 
if that is more than you can use 
why not persuade a neighbor to 
split a case with ‘you? 


LAST FRIDAY WE TOOK a 
trip with the Georgia Press Asso- 
ciation to the Georgia Experi- 
ment ‘Station, Experiment, Ga. It 
was a rather amazing trip for 
once again it emphasized the 
quantity and quality of research 


that goes on behind the products 
we s0 casually accept as a ‘“‘way 
of life.’’ 

We stopped more than a while 
in the food research laboratories. 


It is difficult to say what in- 
terested us most. It could have 
been the new peanut snack. May- 
be you think there is nothing that 
could ever be done to peanut but- 
ter but here they have flavored 
it with maple, chocolate, orange, 
chili and just plain sweetened 
peanut butter. 

These flavored products are 
packed in artificial casings about 
one and one-half inches in.diam- 
eter. The consistency is ,such 
that this snack can be sliced.

Not to be overlooked are the 
peanuts salted in the shell. Ex- 
periments are now completed for 
a new process using a wetting 
agent to soften the shell, then the 
peanuts are put in a brine under 
pressure, then dried.

After $350,000 Tornado

ALAPAHA, May 12—The town 
that shook hands with the tornado 
began today the heartbreaking job 
of mopping up the damage citizens 
estimated at $350,000. 

Helping the people of Alapaha 
dig themselves out of the debris of 
tornado-splintered homes and busi- 
nesses are a field food and hous- 
ing unit from the Third Army at 
Ft. Benning, Air Force security 
troops from Turner Field and Red 
Cross disaster crews. 

State Highway Department work- 
men moved in with bulldozers and 
tractors to clear the wreckage of 
shattered live oak trees and roof- 
tops that jammed the streets. 

Sanitation experts from the State 
Health department were assigned 
to work with the Army in guard- 
ing against a typhoid epidemic in 
the tornado-riddled town. 

Dr. J. F,. Hooker, medical direc- 
tor ‘for the Southeastern area of 
he State Department of Health at 
Waycross, said he had assigned 
Faegin Parish, a sanitation engi- 
neer, to work with citizens in safe- 
guarding water supplies and plan- 
ning for sewerage and garbage 
disposal. 

Dr. Hooker said Miss Ag Shee- 
han, regional public health nurse 
consultant, and a group of health 
nurses, will begin typhoid immuni- 
zation Tuesday.
